VISIT TO THE YAQUI INDIANS. 


| | 
WE disembarked on a small island three or four rods square, and which 
rose four feet above the surface of the water. It proved to be composed 
of oyster shells, and in the margin of the water plenty of good oysters 
were found. I anticipated that my involuntary fast of two days was 
permanently terminated, but I was soon undeceived, for the oysters I 
ate affected me as though they were rank poison. Several of our com- 
pany feasted on them, and enjoyed the change of diet after Yaqui cuisine, 
experiencing no ill effects from their hearty dinner. 

We drew up to the main land and endeavored to make ourselves com- 
fortable for the night. The storm still continued outside on the gulf, and 
we were correspondingly thankful for our snug berth, where we listened 
to the roar of the breakers as they ceaselessly beat upon the shore, not 
having ourselves the least anxiety for our personal safety. 

Next morning, Dec. 10, a number of Yaqui Indians, in a much larger 
boat than ours, attempted the same feat we had accomplished, but were 
unsuccessful. Their boat was driven into the breakers, and the crew 
received a thorough drenching. The boat stranded near the shore full of 
water, and it took several hours of hard labor for them to unload their 
small cargo, and get the boat into smooth water. The Yaquis did not 
appear to mind the ducking very much, but it would have been a serious 
disaster to our party. 

We again set sail and glided over the smooth surface of the lagoon for 
a distance of about three miles, when we landed and arranged for con- 
tinuing our journey on foot. We found several Indians, and after much

SCOTTISH CONFERENCE. 


Minutes of Conference held at 89, Ingram Street, Glasgow, alee. 
February 8, 1891. 

11 am. Meeting was opened by singing, and prayer by Elder Wm. 
O'Neil. Singing. Elder David Murray, President of the Scottish Con- 
ference, presided. 

Elder J. B. Jardine reported his labors as a missionary | in the district 
where he had been appointed. He rejoiced with his brethren in being 
able to testify of the restoration of the everlasting Gospel. Joseph Smith 
‘was a Prophet, as much as Jeremiah, Isaiah, or any who lived in ancient 
times. The Scriptures testify to the truth of the doctrines taught by the 
Latter-day Saints, and declare them to be the way to eternal life. 

Elder Joseph C. Sharp spoke on the benefits of meeting in conference to 
receive spiritual food. He knew that the Latter-day Saints were engaged 
in the work of God, and all who gained admission into the kingdom of 
heaven must do so through the birth of the water and of the Spirit. This 
was the testimony of the Lord Jesus, and man possessed no authority to 
point out any other way. | 

The Church authorities were then presented and sustained by the 
unanimous vote of the Saints. The statistical report, with the number of 
books, tracts, etc., sold and delivered, was read. 

Elder Jas. H. Anderson, of the Liverpool office, said he knew that the 
Latter-day Saints enjoyed the gifts of the Holy Spirit, and that the Elders 
possessed divine authority to administer in the ordinances of the Gospel. 
The Lord told the Jews that if they would do the will of the Father they 
should know of the doctrine. The Elders of Israel to-day make the same 
promise. A mere belief that Jesus came as a Redeemer, would save no one 
Not every one who called Him Lord, Lord, should enter the kingdom, but 
he who did the will of God. This will is exercising faith in Him, repent- 
ing of sin, and being baptized of the water and of the Spirit. This 
baptism is the door into the Church—the birth into the kingdom of 
heaven. We cannot become joint heirs of salvation with Jesus Christ 
except by obeying the laws which made Him an heir. The Lord gave 
laws, and set in the Church an organization for the bringing of all to a 
knowledge of Him. Man cannot set aside those laws or that organi- 
nation, and perform without them that which the Lord said they were 

necessary to accomplish. The Latter-day Saints have received * — 
and this organization, and bear witness thereof to the world “iis

was administered by Elders O’Neil and Jardine. 

Elder J. Wotherspoon said the Scriptures taught that obedience to the 
Gospel principles was absolutely necessary to salvation in the presence of 
God. His experience among the Latter-day Saints was that they taught 
the principles of truth and virtue, and sought to exemplify them in their 
lives. Their message to the world was to testify of the truth revealed 
from heaven, and invite mankind to receive and obey it. 

Elder J. W. Duncan said the Elders of Israel were different from pro- 
fessed preachers, because the former taught by the inspiration of the 
Holy Spirit, and the latter by the learning of man. He testified that the 
Gospel which the Latter-day Saints were preaching was that taught by 
the Lord, who had revealed it in this age through the Prophet Joseph 
Smith. 

Elder J. H. Anderson said the Elders asked the people to investigate 
for themselves. The Apostles anciently preached belief on the Lord Jesus. 
The Latter-day Saints do the same. They believe on the Lord Jesus when 
He said that we must be born of the water and the Spirit to enter the 
kingdom of heaven. They belidve on Him when He said that men should 
observe all things whatsoever He had commanded. The Gospel reaches 
the living and the dead, and is the way to salvation in this life and in the 
life to come. It is the plan of God, and is perfect. a 
invite to it the attention of all mankind. 

Elder A. Jackson said he was pleased to report that there were some 
who were sincere and honest enough to investigate the message of the 
Latter-day Saints. He testified that this message was the Gospel of 
Christ.

Elder Wm. O'Neil called the attention of the congregation to the prin- 
ciples which the Lord taught as necessary for the salvation of men.

It has again been restored to the earth, and is 
being taught by the Latter-day Saint Elders, who call upon all men, in 
the name of the Lord Jesus, to repent and believe the Gospel. 

Elder J. H. Anderson exhorted those who were present, to carefully 
consider the testimony they had heard, and to test it by the rule laid 
down by the Lord.

THE DUTY OF MISSIONARIES. 


TRR Lord said to those whom He called to preach the Gospel and prepare 
the way before Him, “The harvest truly is great, but the laborers are 
few,” and the force of this saying is realized to a considerable extent by 


those Elders who have been blessed with experience in the missionary 


field. For upwards of sixty years the testimony of the Gospel has been 
borne in this age to the Gentile nations, the field of operations for the 
Elders extending with each year. Where the message was first delivered 
another generation has come, and the work of the reapers scarcely seems 


to have kept pace with the ripening of the harvest. Notwithstanding 


the earnest and persistent efforts in this dispensation of the Apostles of 
the Lord, unto whom have been committed the keys to open up the 
authority of our Father’s kingdom upon the earth and to send the Gospel 
to every creature, there are still many thousands who have not heard the 
testimony of the Gospel restoration. 

The Elders of the Church of Christ have labored faithfully in the 


‘European Mission, as well as elsewhere, to bear the warning message to 


the people. There has been no cessation of effort, no laxity of diligence. 
Cities, towns and villages have been visited systematically; yet so exten- 
sive is the field, and so great the harvest to be reaped, that there are 


thousands who have not yet had the privilege of hearing the testimony of 


the servants of God respecting the glad tidings of great joy. 

A large representation of each class of people has, it is true, been 
informed of the nature and labors of the missionaries commissioned by 
the Lord, and sent out to proclaim His word. From the way these rep- 
resentatives have treated the Elders, there can be understood the recep- 
tion which the great majority will give to an ambassador of Christ. It is 
a fact, regrettable for the sake of those who have taken the step, that the 
mass of the people have rejected the truth. They prefer to accept as 


- doctrines the commandments of men, rather than listen to the words of 


Jesus of Nazareth; and they cleave toa form of godliness, denying the 
power thereof. It is also a fact that there have been found some, though 
comparatively the number may be few, who have received gladly the 
word of God, which has fallen upon good soil and brought forth much 
fruit. Of those who have been warned, not all have been blinded by the 
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oraftinides of men, or sought the paths of darkness rather than light; and 
among those who have not yet heard the testimony-of the Elders it is but 
fair to presume that there are many, though they may be the minority, 
who are eagerly seeking the truth, and are anxiously waiting to welcome 
a messenger in the name of the Lord. 

On the few laborers who have been called by the Master is placed the 
responsibility of carrying the Gospel to the world. It is to goto those 
who have no desire for it, that they may make their choice between good 
and evil, and abide the result. It is also to go to those who are honest in 
heart, that they may have an opportunity to bow in submission to the 
will of Jehovah, and work out their salvation. With this purpose in 
view, the Elders hold their meetings in such public halls as they have 
access to; they preach the Gospel in the parks and in the streets, on the 
highways and byways; and they visit from house to house, seeking = 
those who will lend an ear to their testimony. 

In the prosecution of this labor, many hundreds of thousands of tracts 
are distributed year after year, and experience has shown that a vast 
amount of good has been accomplished in this way. The seed has been 
son, it has developed, and has sprung into new life. But in the per- 
formance of missionary labors by the Elders, too much must not be left to 
the system of tracting, and the weightier personal testimony be neglected. 
The presentation of a tract should be the means of opening conversation 
wherever practicable, by an explanation of the principles contained 
therein, that the Elder may have an opportunity to bear witness of the 
truth. 

This testimony is more important and effective than the printed word, 
for with the Elder who is in the line of duty, no matter how weak or humble 
an instrument he may be, there is a Spirit that makes his testimony far 
more potent that the mere language that is used. The influence of a 
faithful servant of God, who speaks with the earnestness and assurance of 
one having authority, is more powerful than the written word possibly 
can be. That Spirit which accompanies him enters the hearts of those 
who love the truth, and brings to them a realization of its presence. The 
Holy Ghost which attends an Elder bestows upon those who listen to him 
an influence that can come from no other source. They feel it, and if they 
love righteousness they will never be content until they become perma- 
nently possessed of its inspiration to guide them into all truth. 

In this can be seen the advantage of the personal testimony of the 
servants of God. But in many instances the prejudice in the world 
against the Church of Christ causes the people to refuse to listen to the 
words of the missionary. They will take the tract and promise to read it, 
and there must the Elder be content for the time being. But for the 
thorough warning of the people this is not sufficient. The mere work of 
tracting does not fill the requirements of the Lord. That could be accom- 
plished with much less effort than is necessary to preach the Gospel in all 
nations. Presidents of Conferences and Traveling Elders should not be 
content with one distribution of tracts. The first visit should be soon 
followed by a second, that those who have been sufficiently thoughtful to 
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heed the, first may, be given an opportunity to inyestigate, and thus, ha 
the principles ↄf the Gospel taught to them 300 eva bie 320 {tt 
Doubtless there will be many, whose desire for the truth ia 90 59 tins 
they, will decline, to.examine. further.

“MORMONS” IN MEXICO. 


Don Luis HurLLEE, an influential resident of the City of Mexico, from 
whom the Hon. John W. Young recently made a large purchase of land, 
was in the United States recently, when he said to a reporter of the 
Chicago Tribune: There are already three Mormon colonies adjacent to 
the land I desire to sell, and the 5000 people in the three places have 
transformed what was a desert into a perfect paradise. Instead of sand- 
hills you can find at present in the colonies of Ascencion and Diaz thou- 
sands of fruit trees, beautiful parks, and water which is brought to the 
ponds in the yards in front of the magnificent homes by means of a canal 
nirie miles long. All these improvements were made by the Mormons 
themselves. Not one of the colonists has more than one wife, because the 
laws of Mexico against polygamy are even more strict than those of the 
United States.” He also spoke of a railroad which was to be built from 
southern Utah through Clifton, Arizona, to the “Mormon” colonies in 
Chihuahua, and said Mr. Young was already engaged in building 1500 
miles of railroad in Mexico. ad 


KILLED FOR BELIEVING IN A MESSIAH. 


WHEN the news first came of the battle of Wounded Knee Creek, in which 
Indians—men, women and children—were shot down by United States 
troops, the Star took the position that it was a massacre, and that the 
soldiers had not a shadow of excuse for the atrocious deed. Further par- 
ticulars of the affair confirmed this view of the case. After hostilities 
ceased, a delegation of Indians went with Gen. Miles to Washington, and 
@ press dispatch of Feb. 12 from that place says: | 


The last of the series of Indian conferences which have been held at 
the office of Mr. Noble, secretary of the interior, took place yesterday, 
when Turning Hawk and American Horse both testified as to the fight at 
Wounded Knee Creek. — A said that the United States troops pursued 
the Indian women and children, shooting them down; that the Hotchkiss 
guns were directed at women and children standing under a flag of truce, 
and that little children were called from their hiding places, and butch- 
ered in cold blood. | | | 

Commissioner Morgan asked, “ Do 2 mean to say that the white flag 
was in sight over the women and children when they were fired upon ?” 
American Horse answered, “Yes, sir; and a woman with an infant in 
her arms was killed as she almost touched the flag. Another woman 
„* close to the flag was shot down. She also had a child, and when she 

ell the child lay there, not knowing that its mother was dead. Women 


fleeing with their babes on their ks were killed, mother and child 


— er, shot right through. Women heavy with child were also killed. 
er most of the Indians were shot, a cry was made that all those who 
were in hiding could come forth and they would be safe. When the little 
boys who were wounded came from their places of refuge, the soldiers 
surrounded and butchered them.” 7543 
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Commissioner Morgan observed that these were serious charges against 
the United States army. He then questioned others of the delegates, who 


gave similar versions of the affair. 


There is no doubt as to the purpose of the recent campaign against the 
red men. It was not because they were on the warpath, but for the reason 
that they believed the Messiah had appeared to them. A correspondent 
writing from the place where the troops were encamped on Jan. 15— 
Adaton, Nebraska—gives the following: 


I must here relate an incident of this Messiah campai Last fall and 
a few days before Colonel Gallagher was relieved as Indian Agent at Pine 
Ridge Agency, the vet g- conversation took place between him and 
a chief of a band of Brules who were carrying on the ghost dance: 

Colonel Gallagher—Why not stop your dancing? Do you not know 
that your medicine men are misinforming you, and that this Messiah 
business is false? , 

Chief—Why does not the white man kill off his e These men 
talk from a book. They never saw the Messiah. ey only read about 
Him. The Messiah cane to us in the mountains. e saw Him. We 
talked with Him. He told us just what will come. We have as much 
right to believe our Messiah, whom we saw with our very eyes, as you have 
to believe your preacher, whose only knowledge comes from a big book. 

his unexpected logic somewhat turned the tables of argument in the 
wrong direction, and it more than convinced Colonel Gallagher that the 
Indians were indeed imbued with the idea that their Messiah outranked 
the Bible. 

Regarding the treatment of the Indians before hostilities began, Mr. 
Henry Guy Carleton has made his investigation and report. He says: 
“The government has not kept faith with the red man, and the savages, 
notwithstanding the treaties made when they ceded their land, were 
actually starved.” His report states further: 

The recent army investigation at Pine Ridge shows that at the time the 
3 occurred the following was the issue made by the agent to every 
Indian family of seven persons, the issue to last thirty days: Of beef, on 
hoof and subject to 40 per cent. loss, 110 pounds; flour, 50; coffee, 2; 
sugar, (sometimes) 5. Allowing sixty-four pounds as the weight of net 
beef, the ration was actually less than five ounces of beef, and four ounces 
of flour per day to each Indian. Is not this starvation? Is this a fulfil- 
ment of the treaty calling for twenty-four ounces of beef and sixteen 
ounces of breadstuff 1 diem? Congress reduced the whole ＋ riation 
about 10 per cent. The Indian department promptly cuts the supply 
down 80 per cent. | 
In the interest of humanity should there not be a protest against th 
cruelty of the United States government to the red men, and a request 
for the amelioration of the condition of the native race? All of the bar- 
barism of to-day is not confined to Russia. There is a strong parallel in 
governmental oppression of the Jew and of the American Indian, in both
